Assessment Equalization: the pre¬ 
sent method being considered unjust 
and unfair. ■» 

Care of the sick and indigent: A 
change w.(is asked for in this now im¬ 
portant part of the duty of a coun¬ 
cillor: and it was proposed that the 
province be authorized to provide for 
same out of the supplementary tax. 

Mothers' Allowance Act: Resolved 
that no -relief under this act be given 
by the province until same has been 
first approved by the municipality

Discount on- taxes: Tlie matter of j 
requesting the amendment of the act 
to allow M.D.s to give discounts on 
taxes was discussed, but was not fa- 
vorecl by the convention. 

S. S. B. lands: It was resolved 

that all S. S. B. lands which had 
reverted to the Crown should be rent¬ 
ed by tender, to enable M. D.s to 
make collection of taxes out of the 
rent. 

Tax Recovery Act: This act was 

discussed at length, and the date for 
filing caveats was recommended to be 
fixed in November instead of Octo 
ber as at present, and the costs of 
filing same be reduced. 

The Dornestic Animals Act:. This 
act also came in for much criticism, 
mostly in pound fees, number of head 
of stock allowed to run at large. There 
were resolutions from some seven 
trict's under the head of pound fees 
The convention recommended that the was 
province repeal the present act, and 
introduce an entirely new measure 
the next session-^of the legislature. 

Fighting Grasshoppers: A resolu 
tion was passed asking the province 
to make it compulsory for all per 
sons to get out and fight grasshoppers.^ 

Liquor act: The resolution calling- 
upon the province to take control of 
the liquor trade was lost y a narrow 
majority.

Wild Lands taxes, Municipal Fire In 
surance, Equalization of school taxes 
within a municipal district, Health 
Poll Talx, Qualifications of Electors,

DECREASE OF 14 MILLIONS 


Canada’s total net debt, at October 
31 of this year, was $2,369,759,026. as 
against $2,334,030,843 at the end of 
September,‘ a decrease of fourteen 
and a quarter millions in the month, 
and against $2,329,262,902 at the end 
of October. 1921, a decrease in this 
The total gross debt at the end of 
case of $40,000,000. This is without 
consideration of non-active assets. 

The total gross debt at the end of 
October, 1922, was $2,955,574,679 as 
compared with the total of $3,026, 
224,473 at October 31 a year ago. 
Revenue during the month of October 
showed an increase over seven million 
. in Oc ober, 1122, the total 
$36,065,296 in October of last yeear. 

Total revenue for seven months to 
October 31 this year was increased by 
about three quarters of a million dol 
lars, the total being $236,835,650 in 
1922. as agains $236,066,342 in the 
erne period last year.

As a rsult of action taken before 
the Board of Railway Commissioners 
of Canada, by - Alfred Chard, freight 
supervisor for the provincial govern¬ 
ment, in behalf of the Alberta Dairy¬ 
men’s Association, a new rate has 
been established by the express com¬ 
panies for three-gallon can shipments 
of cream. Previously the minimum 
insisted upon -by the express com¬ 
panies was a five-gallon can. Under 
the new arrangement three-gal. cans 
will be accepted, and this will be of 
much benefit to small shippers. The 
rate established is 8 1-3 per cent, of 
the rate for five-gallon cans. While 
the schedule applies to the National 
Railways and the C.P.R., the same’ 
proportionate reduction w'ill be put in¬ 
to effect on the railways north of Ed¬ 
monton. The schedule is as follows:

SEED CLEANING PLANT 


the U.S. Department, asking for par¬ 
ticulars of the plan. The scheme is 
proving of great interest to farmers 
of the province.. Over 4000 buhhels 
of seed grain have been shipped 
to the plant, and much more is ex¬ 
pected.

MORE GRAIN MOVES WEST 


Over 1,000,002 bushels of grain have 
been shipped through Edmonton in 
Vancouver, compared with 200,00 
bushels at this time a year ago, ac¬ 
cording to information obtained at lo¬ 
cal inspection office. This heavy lead 
on last year’s figures is due to the 
early harvesting operations, it is 
stated-: 

There have been 1,000 cars handled 
while at this time a year ago the to¬ 
tal was 200 cars. For the whole “of 
-the 1921 season there were 3.500 cars 
inspected so it is apparent that a 
great deal of grain has yet to pass 
westward from Edmonton.

It has ramjained for an Alberta 
driver and a Canadian made car to set 
an American dirt road record that 
will probably live for many a, year. 
The stunt was performed Sunday, 
November 5 when . Paul Welch, in a 
McLaughlin Buick Master Four, stock 
model, made the trip from Edmonton 
to Calgary and return, 415% miles in 
9 hours, 26 Minutes and 55 seconds. 
The time includes two'stops at Red 
Deer for gas, totalling 3 minutes, 
stop at Calgary for registration, 3 
a puncture, and the period consumed 
through losing the trail o.ut of Cal¬ 
gary and retracting five miles. The 
ten miles travelled in this is not in¬ 
cluded in the mileage from EdmOnton 
and return. Mr. Welch was accom¬ 
panied on his trip by Steve Playford. 

The fastest time made was from 
Edmonton to Calgary 4 hours, 32 min¬ 
utes; the return trip took 4 hours, 51 
minutes, 55 seconds, due to losing the 
trail and the puncture*' The fastest 
the car travelled was 68 miles per 
hour and the slowest 15 miles. Turns 
were made at 35 miles an hour by the 
expedient of turning the front wheels 
sharply and locking the back ones, a 
practice which Driver Welch does not 
recommend for amateurs. 

The common stock motor of the 
Master Four performed perfectly, de¬ 
clares Mr. Welch, living up to a trial 
that should never have been asked if 
it. The car itself was five feet in the 
air after some of the bumps, taken at 
60 miles an hour, but that strain was 
minimized by the Hartford shock ab¬ 
sorbers with which the car was 
equipped. On the return home there 
was not a rattle in the machine?: even 
the boy bolts had not loosened.

didates will receive more votes than 
they need, while the remainder of the 
ticket will not secure enough. 

4. Single Transferable Vote: This 
system, proposed by Thomas Hare in 
England in 1859, and promptly en¬ 
dorsed'by John Stuart Mill, was first 
adopted in Tasmania, in 1896, and is 
the form in which P. R. is generally 
applied and advocated within English 
speaking countries. While each vot¬ 
er has but a single vote he indicates 
the order of his preference by marking 
the figures, 1, 2, 3, etc., against the 
names of candidates on the ballot pa¬ 
per. On the first count first prefer¬ 
ences only are considered. Some can¬ 
didates are bound to have more votes 
than required for election, that is in¬ 
excess of the "electoral quota”, (ob¬ 
tained by dividing the total vote cast 
by one more than the number of 
seats, and adding 1). In order that 
these surplus votes may not e wast¬ 
ed, thg, ballots of such candidates are 
re-sorted according to the No. 2 pre¬ 
ferences indicated, 'and the surplus 
vots transfbYred proportionately 
among the second choices. Any can¬ 
didate not elected. on the first count 
whose total votes Iiow-exceed or equal 
the electoral quota is declared elected, 
which the constituency JLs_ entitled is j 
not yet returned, the votes of the can¬ 
didate at the bottom of the list, are 
distributed among the second 
choices indicated, and the process re¬ 
peated until the required number of 
members is returned. Thus while the 
elector has only a single vote, it is 
not wasted, being transferred to his 
‘Second preference if his first choice 
proves hopelessly out of the running.

agree in substituting ,miulti-membered 
for single-membered constituencies,'. so, 
that, representation may be divided.'- 
irtre principal divergencies arise, ac¬ 
cording as the elector’s vote may be 
multiple, or single, cumulative, pre¬ 
ferential, or transferable, pr some 
combination of these features.. 

1 Multiple Vote, or List System: 
If each voter has as many votes as 
members to be elected, and yet may 
not give more than one to any'candi¬ 
date, then where the ‘straight ti-cket” 
is generally voted the strongest;party 
will necessarily carry all the seats in 
the constituency, and disproportion- 
ality be further aggravated. Ac¬ 
cordingly in some European states 
electors vote for one less than the 
number of seats, so that the minority 
may have an opportunity of returning 
one' member. Under the list system 
which has been in effect in Belgium 
since 1900, and has been, introduced in 
France since the war, each party pre¬ 
pares a list of candidates not . exceed¬ 
ing the number of seats. The voter 
may concentrate his multiple vote on 
one list but not on one member. The 
degree of ‘proportionality’ obtained 
depends largely on the extent to 
which tho votes are ‘split.’ 

2. Cumulative Multiple Vote: In 
Switzerland where proportional re¬ 
presentation was first experimented 
with, the systeffra now generally adopt- 
ted in the cantons allows the voter 
the option of “cirmufating” all his 
votes upon one candidate. This me¬ 
thod makes the return of a minority 
candidate reasonably attainable, but 
may be embarassing to the stronger 
parties, since it is difficult to ensure 
the proper distribution of party votes 
among the several members of their 
ticket. 

3. Simple Single Vote: Much
